MATCH REVIEW 


Round 72 - December 19 
Carlton SC 2 
South Melbourne qT 


Carlton created enough chances in this exhilarating blood n' thunder derby to win comfortably, but had to 
rely on two late goals from skipper Andrew Marth to take maximum points from South Melbourne. 


In a pulsating match that saw two red cards, three goals and was played in front of the biggest crowd of the 
round, Carlton became the first team to defeat South at home since April 12, 1998. 


With Stuart Slater and Lubo Lapsansky working at peak efficiency, South Melbourne's midfield spent much 
of the first-half chasing shadows. Slater was running rings around Goran Lozanovski, finding space almost 
at will as Lapsansky found him time and again with clever switches of play. Twice the Englishman skipped 
past tackles to send in testing centres that left inexperienced South ‘keeper Chris Jones in no man’s land. 
One cross saw John Markovski flash his header just the wrong side of the post, then another almost forced 
an own goal as Con Blatsis’ botched clearance ricocheted only a metre wide. 


South's defence was struggling in the air and Markovski nodded straight into Jones’ arms after a busy run 
and cross from David Terminello. The best chance of the half fell for striker Alex Moreira. Slater was again 
the architect, cleverly combining with Markovski on the edge of South's area. Markovski's sharp back-heel 
left Moreira in the clear, but he thumped his shot straight into Jones’ mid-riff. 


Carlton continued to dominate the game after the break, but struggled to consistently get behind the South 
defence. Lapsansky skimmed one drive just wide of the post, before Slater cut inside from the left and 
swerved his strike around Jones but just wide of the far post. 


With Blatsis and Nick Orlic defiant, South battled their way back into the game and were thrown a lifeline by 
referee Lennie on 70 minutes. Dave McPherson, who had been a colossus at the back for Carlton, sprinted 
away in possession following a South corner. Steve Panopoulos pulled at McPherson's shirt as the Scot past 
the half-way line. With his run checked, McPherson shoved Panopoulos in frustration and was shown a red 
card by Lennie. With Carlton still reeling from McPherson's dismissal, South took advantage and with their 
one clear chance for the game, Panopoulos crossed for Michael Curcija to beat Dean Anastasiadis with an 
unmarked header. 


Blues coach Stuart Munro quickly re-jigged his line-up, pulling off Slater and Archie Thompson for Mike 
Conroy and Andy Packer. He also pushed Con Anthopoulos - an earlier replacement for Moreira - into the 
back three and will have been delighted with the way all three reserves responded in a thrilling final 15 
minutes. The Blues never lost their shape and showed great composure in exploiting their width with the 
energetic Packer always available down the left. Lapsansky and young terrier Terminello dug deep and won 
back control in midfield and with Markovski still willing to pull defenders out of position, Carlton were well in 
the game. 


The equaliser came on 85 minutes. With Packer and Lapsansky driving forward, the ball broke for Conroy 
inside the area and he was dragged down from behind by a desperate Blatsis. Marth duly stepped up and 
rammed home the spot-kick with ease. 


The winner arrived in injury-time following a free-kick. Markovski and Terminello stood over the ball, 
before the former drove it low into the middle of the area. Anthopoulos, who had been outstanding in 
combination with Mark Atkinson keeping Coveny at arm's length, dug the ball out from under him and 
Marth thumped it past Jones for a famous winner.

Q. As an inspiring fan of your defensive manner, | would like to know how you 
maintain extreme fitness on the park, and what is the key to marking a classy 
striker such as Mori and the like. 

Roly : The fitness side of things is easy because it’s taken care by the coaching 
staff at Carlton! It makes it so much easier to do weights or run hard when 
someone is watching over you!! During a typical training week we will have at least 3 sessions which 
have fitness or speed work involved. But even when we are training with the ball there is still a lot of 
movement on and off the ball which helps to maintain our fitness. For myself, the key to marking a classy 
striker is a combination of trying to anticipate what they are going to do, but also not taking too many 
risks in doing so. An example would be where | think a striker is going to try and beat me on my left, 
so | wait until he makes his move and then step in for the tackle. However, | must also be very alert 
just in case | have guessed wrong and he goes the other way. | can't afford to commit totally to one 
way. Anticipation is very important, and this can only be learnt by playing a lot of games and learning to 
read the game. Thats why there are still a lot of older experienced defenders, who, although they can't 
move as quickly as when they were younger, still control a game through their reading of the game and 
what an opposition striker is likely to do. This is why | have always like Franco Baresi of AC Milan - he 
is a perfect example. 


Q. How did the opportunity for you to play for Carlton come about, and how do you rate the attendance 
of the home games, in comparison to away games? 

Roly : | came to Carlton in a very lucky way. | had spent pre-season down at Gippsland Falcons while Eddie 
Krncevic was playing there. | was told there was no room for me at Gippsland and so | went looking for 
another club. | rang a lot of other NSL clubs and even spent a week training with Collingwood Warriors. 
But nothing eventuated so | started to look overseas again. | was all ready to go back to Singapore when 
John Waddell rang and asked if | would like to come down to Green Gully. So | spent that season playing 
for Green Gully in the premier league. Half way through my season with Green 

Gully Eddie rang me and said that he had been given the coaching job at Carlton and he would like me 
to sign. And the rest is history so they say!!
